Washington Asserts Message Confirms 


Information Already Known By U.S. 


WASHINGTON (APi - The 
White House said today it had 
word Saturday that the North 
Vietnamese government did not 
intend to bring captured Amer­ 
ican airmen to trial in the 
near future

Broadcasting System yesterday.

It's All Quiet On The Riot Front; 
Two Days Of Peace In Cleveland 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) - 
White and Negro leaders looked 
today for ways to prevent a new 
outbreak of racial violence in 
Cleveland’s East Side slums, 
wracked with a week of sniping 
and incendiary fires before or­ 
der was restored. 


Police and National Guards­ 
men, helped by a heavy rain, 
maintained the peace for the 
second straight night, prompt­ 
ing Police Chief Richard R. 
Wagner to say: “ We are not 
prophesying or predicting but 
we are hoping the riots are 
over.” 
The rioting, which began last 
Monday night, left 4 dead, near­ 
ly 50 injured and heavy proper­ 
ty damage. 
As the unrest abated, white 


and Negro leaders got together 
over the weekend and formed a 
broader base of understanding 
in an effort to deal with some of 
the problems at the root of the 
violence. 
Baxter Hill, president of the 
Cleveland chapter of the Con­ 
gress of Racial Equality, called 
the new group “a step in the 
right direction.” 
“There will be peace in the 
Negro community now,” he pre­ 
dicted, “but we expect some 
positive effort soon to solve the 
problems of rat infestation, of 
litter and garbage and of unem­ 
ployment in the Negro areas.” 
The first material step was 
taken today with the establish­ 
ment of an employment center 
to find work for those who had 
lost their jobs at stores burned 


30 Belgian Children Perish 


As Bus Leaves German Road 


Thirty Belgian school children 
were killed today when their 
holiday bus crashed off a bridge 
and plunged more than 10 yards 
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from the Frankfurt-Cologne au 
tobahn, police reported. 
Twelve more children were 
reported seriously injured. 
Police said the bus, taking 
more than 40 children home 
from a summer camp, landec 
on a road below the autobahn at 
Idstein, about 27 miles north­ 
west of Frankfurt. 
They said the bus driver was 
killed and all the survivors were 
seriously injured. 
The children, between 10 and 
17 years old, were returning to 
Belgium when their bus broke 
through the bridge side and 
somersaulted to the road below. 
The heavy vehicle came to rest 
on its roof and was crushed by 
the impact.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - A 
University of California profes­ 
sor says that the Legislature 
hasn’t been made aware of the 
public’s “change of attitude” 
about enlightened abortion laws. 
Dr. Edmund W. Overstreet, 
professor at the U.C. medical 
center, spoke during the morn­ 
ing service at Glide Memorial 
Methodist Church. He said the 
Legislature has not changed the 
state’s century-old law because 
of the opposition of a “well or­ 
ganized minority.” He did not 
identify the minority. 
He said doctors have “ turned 
to a kind of civil disobedience... 
impelled by concern for the wel­ 
fare of our patients.” 
California permits abortions 
only when the life of the mother 
would be imperiled by giving 
birth. Nine San Francisco Bay 
Area physicians have been ac­ 


cused 
of 
unprofessional 
con­ 
duct for performing abortions on 
women who were exposed to 
German measles during preg­ 
nancy and consequently risked 
giving birth to deformed chil­ 
dren. 
Dr. Overstreet is a leader in 
the defense of the nine physi­ 
cians and he is associated with 
the planned Parenthood organi 
zation. 
Dr. Overstreet said that the 
present dispute over therapeu 
tic abortions has little to do with 
criminal abortions. He said few 
physicians favor allowing an 
abortion simply because the 
mother wants one. 
Dr. Overstreet estimated that 
about one million illegal abor­ 
tions are committed in the Uni 
ted States each year, from 80, 
000 to 100,000 of them in Cali 
fomia.

Dick And Jane, Like The Silents, 


Are Slipping Unphonetically Away 


During a recent Public Schools 
Week, a California second grade 
teacher made a revealing re­ 
mark to a parent. “ We can ad­ 
mit that we teach phonics now,” 
she said. 
Phonics (or phonetics), the 
teaching of the sounds of let­ 
ters as a means toward learn­ 
ing to read, has resumed the 
mantle of respectability. 


ITS RISE FROM the depths 
will be celebrated early next 
month in Boston at the fifth an­ 
niversary convention of an or­ 
ganization dedicated to the 
“ ABCs”—the Reading Reform 
Foundation, which hails the re­ 
turn of phonics as the way to 
“ solve the reading crisis.” This 
organization feels it has some­ 
thing to crow about. 
The phoenix-like rebirth of 
phonics—which was a dirty word 
among public school teachers 
only a few years back—is the 
more interesting because it is 
accompanied by some very dif­ 
ferent approaches to teaching 
reading. 
Probably the most “ far out” 
—and the most interesting—is 
the Initial Teaching Alphabet. 
It is impossible to quote from 
an ITA reader in a newspaper, 
for the simple reason that ITA 
does not use the Roman alpha­ 
bet. Instead, it uses a 44-letter 
expansion of the familiar alpha­ 
bet, with letters to designate all 
the generally used sounds of the 
English language. On top of 
that, 
it s p e 1 Is 
the 
words 
phonetically. 


THIS SOUNDS like learning 
to read English in Greek letters. 
It is very much like that, yet 
its advocates claim that, having 
learned the sounds, the chil­ 
dren readily convert to the 
Roman alphabet and are ahead 
of their conventionally taught 
cousins in reading. 
The throng of ITA advocates 
(it was introduced only six years 
ago, in Great Britain) claims it 
is needed because English is 
only 20 per cent phonetic. The 
“ pure phonics” advocates offer 
their own statistical proof that: 
English is 79 per cent phonetic. 
You can take your pick. 
But the systems thrive side- 
by-side. An example is found 
in the Reed School District, 
where two of the schools are 
uring the Lippincott Basic Read­ 
ers, a phonics series, while 
otners are using ITA. Actually, 
of course, ITA is simply a dif­ 
ferent approach to the phonetic 
system. 


ANOTHER NEW development 
which also has its avid pro­ 
ponents is again in a different 
approach to phonics. This is the 
Words in Color system, which 
is used in San Rafael, among 
other places. Children are taught 
to read by having letters in 
five basic sound groups printed 
in different colors, thus identi­ 
fying the color with the sound 
This makes possible a phonetic 
grouping which is easily under­ 
stood. 
Still another brand-new ap­ 
proach 
is the “ programmed 
reading” developed by Califor­ 
nian Maurice W. Sullivan. This, 
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too, is based on the long-down­ 
graded phonics. Yet Sullivan is 
a linguistic expert — a thing 
never heard of by first grade 
teachers who drilled their pupils 
in “ long A, short A and broad 
A” back before the advent of 
Dick and Jane. 
Sullivan approaches phonetics 
in a highly rational manner to 
keep the beginning readers from 
becoming confused. He also does 
something that many producers 
of reading texts have over­ 
looked: He gives the children 
things to read which delight 
them. 


IN DEVELOPING the stand­ 
ard reading tests which were 
given to all first and second 
graders in California just before 
schools closed, more than 40,000 
children were tested from 26 
centers throughout the United 
States. They had been getting 


reading instruction by about 
every method in use. According 
to James Wakeman of Harcourt, 
Brace and World, which dis­ 
tributes the tests, no single 
method was found demonstrably 
superior. 
Yet it is worth noting that the 
new methods achieving acclaim 
utilize a phonetic approach. 
At any rate, these new 
methods—be they ITA, “ pro­ 
grammed readers,” a return to 
“ pure phonics” or whatever— 
seem to be rapidly accomplish­ 
ing one thing: Dick and Jane 
appear well on the way to join­ 
ing the horn books and “ in 
Adam’s fall we sin-ned all” 
among the curiosa of America’s 
educational past. 
Go, go, go, Dick. Go, go, go, 
Jane. And don’t come back.

Marin Farmers 


Cleared On Smog 


Farmers in Marin and other 
parts of the Bay Area make an 
insignificant contribution to air 
pollution when they burn wastes, 
the agricultural advisory com­ 
mittee of the Bay Area Air Pol­ 
lution Control District learned 
today. 
In a report to the committee, 
Victor P. Osterii of the Univer­ 
sity of California Agricultural 
Extension Service, said burning 
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of such wastes in the six Bay 
Area counties contributes about 
1,020 tons of hydrocarbons per 
year. “ Automobiles are produc­ 
ing approximately 1,000 tons a 
day,” he said. 
Hydrocarbons are key smog 
ingredients. 
Most burning ol farm wastes 
is in the winter months when 
the Bay Area is relatively free 
of smog, Osterii said. Air pol­ 
lution from farm burning is not 
enough to be recorded during 
the winter, he added.

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Tax Hike For Nine 
School Districts 


Tax rates will go up, sharply 
in some cases, in nine school 
districts in Marin County this 
fiscal year. In eight others they 
will go down, h our other school 
districts expect to keep their 
rate. 


The exact tax rates, down to 
the mill, will not be computed 
until mid-August by the Marin 
County auditor’s office; but es­ 
timates. based on predictions of 
assessed valuation, have been 
released by most of the county’s 
school districts. 


The 
biggest 
increase 
will 
come in the tiny Lincoln School 
District, where the rate is ex­ 
pected to climb 5512 cents per 
$100 assessed valuation to $1.50. 


Dixie School District is also 
due for a major increase, ap­ 
proved by the voters. The rate 
will go up 87 cents to $3,995. 


San Rafael Elementary Dis­ 
trict will have a rise of 54% 
cents to $2.90, and M ill Valley’s 
will go up 47 cents to $3.15. 


The only comparable drop in 
tax rate will come in the Lagu- 
nitas District, which is set to 
drop about 50 cents from $3.56. 


The four districts which have 
announced there would be no 
change in 
the tax rate are 
Fairfax at $2.64, Union at $1,145, 
Tamalpais High School at $2,205, 


and Tomales High School at 
$1.46. 
Almost exactly the same will 
be Marin Junior College Dis­ 
trict, at 77 cents, down half a 
cent. 
For any parcel of property, 
the tax rate alone is not a re­ 
liable indication of the tax bill 
to be paid, because the assessed 
valuation changes as market 
value changes. 
Other tax rate increases now 
known are Reed District, from 
$3,275 to $3.33, San Anselmo, 
from $2,955 to $3.13; Sausalito, 
from $2,725 to $2.82; Tomales 
Bay, from $1,295 to $1,595, and 
San Rafael High School, from 
$2,155 to $2.25. 
Decreases announced so far 
are Bolinas-Stinson, from $2 in 
Stinson Beach and $1,915 in 
Bolinas to $1.85 and $1.79 re­ 
spectively ; K e n t f i e 1 d , from 
$3,345 to about $3.28; Larkspur, 
from $3,405 to $3,325; Nicasio, 
from $1.63 to $1.47, and Novato, 
from $5,385 to $5.19.

The rates are unknown, so far. 
for the Point Reyes, Ross and 
West Marin districts, which had 
rates of 68'2 cents, $3.21 and

It’s only a couple of blocks 
from Fifth Avenue and A Street 
to Fifth and C in San Rafael, 
but it will be a big move for 
San Rafael city employees at 
the end of the month. 
They will be moving from the 
cramped, inadequate quarters 
at the 57-year-old city hall to the 
new, spacious $1 million hall. 
The proposal for a new city 
hall originated more than five 
years ago, and several sites 
were considered before the 2.16 
acre site adjacent to the city 
library and across the street 
from the main fire station was 
selected. 
The job was tackled by a 
committee of architects who 
had the task of architecturally 
combining a police station and 
city hall offices. 
In the meantime the staffs of 
the planning, public works and 
building department were shift­ 
ed from temporary home to 
temporary home, including E 
Street School. 
There was a hassle about 
furniture specifications for the 
new city hall that called for 
lobby chairs that retail at $980 
each and a lobby table that re­ 
tails at $140. 
These were rejected and the 
too-plush items removed from 
the list. 
As completion neared, there 
was a minor controversy over 
the lone camphor tree that 
stands in front of the new city 
hall, in a mound of dirt. 
Councilmen put funds in the 
budget to tear down the old 
city hall and construct a park­ 
ing lot on the site.

Jail Must Have Facilities 
To Keep Prisoners Safe 


Overcrowding in the Marin County 
Jail is bad enough. 
But even worse is the apparent lack 
of control inside the jail cells where 
gangs of inmates can harrass and 
abuse a fellow inmate with impunity. 
Several past grand juries have call­ 
ed attention to crowded and inade­ 
quate facilities at the jail. County of­ 
ficials, while recognizing the conges­ 
tion, hoped that the situation could be 
endured until the new Hall of Justice 
is completed at the Civic Center. 
Apparently, conditions have reach­ 
ed the point where we cannot wait. 
Pre-meditated abuse by a gang of 
toughs on some victim who happens 
to be an overnight jail guest because 
of some minor transgression to which 
even the best of us sometimes suc­ 
cumb cannot be tolerated. 
Jn one instance, a man accused of 
child molesting was pounced on by a 
couple of other inmates who took it 
upon themselves to be judge, jury and 
executioner. The culprits were tried 
and penalized for that attack. 
In another case, a man sentenced for 
drunken driving was seized by other 
inmates. They shaved his head, tied 
a bell around his neck and then tried 
to force him to submit to indignities. 
These were not impromptu flare- 
ups resulting from personal animosity 


Marin's West Coast 
Most Marinites do not visit the love­ 
ly parks and recreation facilities on the 
Pacific and Tomales Bay side of the 
county often enough. We are among 
the guilty ones. Every time we go out 
there, we have such a good time we 
resolve to return soon. 
We particularly enjoy the rugged, 


or frayed tempers. They were physical 
and mental torture of the most revolt­ 
ing type. 
Unlike a victim on the streets, the 
victim is unable to call for help. There 
is no likelihood that a passerby could 
come to his aid or call police. 
And no man is safe from such 
abuse. You or I or any other law abid­ 
ing citizen could be picked up for 
drunken driving, or because of do­ 
mestic troubles or for non-support. 
They are all thrown in together. 
They would be at the mercy of any 
ruffian or group of ruffians inside the 
jail who decided to amuse themselves 
by attacking and forcing indignities on 
another. 
Official wheels are in motion to thin 
the congested ranks in the county jail 
by renting space in Sonoma County 
Jail for convicted inmates serving 
time. 
In addition, we would recommend 
a better system of communication be­ 
tween jailers and inmates in their

cells. 
A monitoring system where sounds

State School Superintendent, 
Board Up For Assembly Study 


By HENRY C. MacARTHUR 


SACRAMENTO (CNS)-Once 
again, the perrenial argument 
over the method of selecting 
the state superintendent of 
public instruction will be re­ 
vived at a hearing of the 
Assembly Committee on Edu­ 
cation. 
Assemblyman C h a r l e s B. 
Garrigus, D-Reedley, m a d e 
this announcement as he pre­ 
pared for a hearing this week 
in Oakland. Garrigus is the 
committee chairman. 
He said the committee will 
examine several 
alternative 
plans for selecting both the 
state school chief and the state 
board of education. 
“The present organization of 
education at the state level is 
uncoordinated and chaotic,” 
Garrigus charged. “On the one 
hand, we have an elected state 
superintendent, Dr. Max Raf­ 
ferty, who as an elected offi­ 
cer should be able to enforce 
nis school policies as long as 
they are consistent with state 
law. 


“ON THE other hand, the 


state constitution gives the 
State Board of Education, ap­ 
pointed by the governor, the 
power to set educational pol­ 
icy and to order the superin­ 
tendent to carry it out.” 
At the hearing, Garrigus 
said a consultant from the 
Constitutional Revision Com­ 
mission will give a report call­ 
ing for an appointed superin­ 
tendent and state board. 
Thus, the battle between 
those who favor retention of 
school control by the people 
through an elected superin­ 
tendent and those who would 
turn this control over to the 
politicians through the gover­ 
nor’s appointments will re­ 
open with some vigor. 


THERE IS no doubt that the 
dual control of the schools by 
the governor-appointed board 
and the elected superintendent 
results in some confusion and 
clash of philosophies. 
When the people elected Raf­ 
ferty almost four years ago 
they expressed a desire for a 
major change in philosophies. 
And to a great extent this

change has been effected. 
Yet, the authority of the 
State 
Board 
of 
Education, 
which has a wholly different 
philosophy than Rafferty, has 
spiked some of the primary 
reforms proposed by the peo­ 
ple’s superintendent. 


FOR INSTANCE, the board 
of education ruled recently 
that the state credentials com­ 
mittee could not examine the 
“attitudes” of the individuals 
it gives commissions to teach. 
This is directly opposed to the 
Rafferty camp’s ideas, particu­ 
larly with respect to attitudes 
concerning law and order and 
the continuation of a law- 
abiding society. 
As a result, the schools prob­ 
ably will get teachers who ad­ 
vocate civil disobedience and 
encourage flouting of both law 
and rules and regulations. 
Administration of education 
in California from the taxpay­ 
ers’ standpoint has been cha­ 
otic for many years. Three au­ 
tonomous branches do the ad­ 
ministering, 
the 
university 
board of regents, the state col­ 
lege trustees, and the state 
superintendent and the state 
board of education. 
The trend in government is 
to bring all related activities 
under one agency head, and 
one of the answers for educa­ 
tion might be the creation of 
an elected post to head all 
three phases. At least, if this 
were done, education would re­ 
main in the hands of the 
people.

WASHINGTON—Let us not 
allow the menacing slogan of 
“ black power” to deflect us 
from the goal of racial justice. 
Because 
s o m e 
extremist 
Negro leaders have lost their 
heads and begun to call for 
something so ill-defined that 
it becomes a rallying cry for 
rioting, there is no reason why 
the rest of us should lose ours. 
Because 
there 
has 
been 
perilous rioting in the slum 
districts — mostly by young 
Negroes—in a half-dozen cities, 
this is all the more reason 
why, while maintaining order 
by whatever force is needed, 
we should double our determi­ 
nation to reduce the frustration 
by correcting the conditions 
which help to b r e e d such 
rioting. 
Because some recklessly de­ 
mand “black power” which to 
most people, black and white, 
sounds like black racism, this 
is all the more reason we 
should welcome and encourage 
Negroes’ use of their newly 
secured political rights to exert 
legitimate political power as 
every other citizen group in 
the United States has the right 
to do. 


THIS BLACK-POWER slo­ 
ganeering and 
the use 
of 
violence as an instrument of 
protest cannot be justified or 
condoned. But we must not 
forget that nearly 20 million 
American Negroes are suffer­ 
ing the effects of two centuries 
of 
injustice 
and 
repression 
which cannot be quickly dis­ 
solved by law alone. 
Talk of “black pow’er” is 
not the means to fulfillment. 
It is dangerous and divisive 
and destructive. 
Some excuse it because it is 
ill-defined. I believe it is more 
dangerous because it is ill- 
defined. It evokes racism to 
counter racism. 
It calls for separatism to 
respond to separatism. It em­ 
braces the arguments of those 
who have done the most in 
the past to deny equal rights 
and equal opportunity to Negro 
citizens. 


THE SLOGAN is divisive be­ 


cause it splits the leadership 
of the civil rights movement 
on both tactics and goals. 
Floyd B. McKissick, national 
director of CORE, describes 
“black power” as “ total con­ 
trol of the economic, political, 
educational, and social wealth 
of our community, from top to 
bottom.” 
Roy Wilkins, executive direc­ 
tor of the NAACP, says: “ No 
matter how endlessly they try 
to define it, the term ‘black 
power’ means anti-white power. 
It has to mean ‘going it alone.’ 
It has to mean separatism. 
W’e of the NAACP will have 
none of this.” 
Whitney Yo u n g , executive 
director of the national Urban 
League, says that “black pow­ 
er implies black supremacy 
and the notion of violence.” 


IT NOT ONLY leads to the 
notion of violence. It incites 
violence as the recent looting 
and shooting in Chicago and 
Cleveland grimly proved with 
the rioters shouting, “Black 
power!” as their battlecry. 
If the “black power” advo­ 
cates keep up this sloganeer­ 
ing, they will be setting in mo­ 
tion forces of fear and resist­ 
ance which will harm Negroes, 
harm the nation, and erect 
new barriers to the achieve­ 
ment of racial justice. 
There is bound to be a frus­ 
trating. painful gap between 
the legal guarantee of equal 
opportunity and the fruits of 
equal opportunity. The reason 
is that the blight of decades 
of oppression must be over­ 
come through better education, 
better skills, better housing, 
and 
better jobs. 
And 
that 
takes time. 
The unfinished civil rights 
business of the nation is to 
give these goals a high priority 
and it will be a tragic mistake 
to have these goals harried 
and delayed by “black power’’ 
sloganeering. 
As Emmet John Hughes put 
it in Newsweek, these goals 
“ will not be sped by teach­ 
ing a new set of three R’s: 
Rancor, riot, and revenge.”

Philippines Asks U.S 
For Gl Bill Support

WASHINGTON—The U. S. is 
being asked to pick up another 
costly Philippine World War II 
claim. 
A high-level Philippine dele­ 
gation is 
*ng to Washington 
around / 
to finish negoti­ 
ating an y - »aillion GI bill of 
rights for their veterans. 
Philippine officials estimate 
600,000 veterans, most of whom 
fought in the Allied campaign 
in the Pacific, would qualify 
for the benefits. 
Tentative timetable for the 
U.S.-Philippine talks calls for 
their completion in time for 
President Lyndon B. Johnson 
and President Ferdinand Mar­ 
cos to make a joint announce­ 
ment about the huge veterans’ 
program during the latter’s 
visit to W a s h i n g t o n in 
September. 
Advance negotiations already 
are underway. 


AS OUTLINED in Manila 
talks, the Philippine proposal 
calls for a number of costly 
veterans’ benefits similar to 
those given American service­ 
men u n d e r the GI Bill of 
Rights. These would include 
vocational training g r a n t s ; 
college education tuition and 
allowances; insurance of loans 
for home, farm and business; 
medical care services, and 
education assistance for war 
orphans. 
Additional benefits, such as 
pensions, life insurance, and 
special cars and other appli-

ances for disabled veterans 
will be discussed in the negoti­ 
ations o p e n i n g here next 
month. 
While a watered-down ver­ 
sion of the Philippine claim is 
expected to win approval by 
U. S. officials, hard bargaining 
on several points is anticipated 
in the new discussions. 
Representative Adair bluntly 
told the Philippine negotiators 
in their Manila talks, “The 
$800 million price tag is much 
too high. Congress will never 
accept this.” 


ADAIR POINTED out that 
Congress already has generous­ 
ly compensated the Philippines 
for claims arising out of World 
War II. Since 1946, when the 
Philippines gained their inde­ 
pendence, he noted, the U. S. 
has paid $490.8 million to its 
citizens and corporations for 
property lost, destroyed 
or 
damaged in the war. 
These damages were paid 
for at the rate of one U. S. 
dollar for every two Philippine 
pesos 
claimed. 
Since 
then, 
however, the peso has declined 
in value to approximately four 
to a dollar. 
Still undetermined by U.S.- 
Philippine n e g o t i a t o r s is 
whether to pay at the new rate 
of exchange or, at the old 
two-for-one rate. 
The number of v e t e r a n s 
eligible for benefits is another 
unresolved major issue. 
Negotiators for the Philip­ 
pines want all their World War 
II veterans included in the 
program. 
One Philippine list Included 
more t h a n 400,000 guerrilla 
fighters, or double the number 
on the U. S. list. 


A THIRD POINT in dispute 
is the manner of payment of 
the benefits. 
Congress is expected to in­ 
sist that payment go directly 
from the U. S. Treasury to the 
individual v e t e r a n s , rather 
than turning the entire amount 
over to the Philippine govern­ 
ment for distribution. 
The direct-payment method 
is regarded by congressional 
members of the delegation as 
a means of avoiding possible 
graft in the program.

I believe if we all really 
tried we could learn to profit 
from our mistakes. 
Most of you have learned by 
now to make mistakes. But I 
for one am getting a little 
tired of those of you who make 
big mistakes and then won­ 
der why nothing happens. 
“ Why no profit?" you peo­ 
ple say. 
“ Fie on you." I say. 
The other day a very profit­ 
able thing happened to me 
on the way to work.

The nation has some 7.000 
nursing homes, most of them 
privately owned and run for 
profit. So bleak is the life in 
most, contends a veteran social 
worker, that many of the resi­ 
dents sink into complete indif­ 
ference and learn nothing about 
each other except names. 
These were not people,” says 
Miss Helen Gosset, describing 
her first of many thousand visits 
to homes. ‘‘They were just an 
inanimate collection of aged 
things.” 
Miss Gosset. a social worker 
with New York’s United Hospi­ 
tal Fund and a speaker at a 
meeting here of the American 
Nursing Home Assn., blames 
these conditions not on the nurs­ 
ing homes, but on the attitudes 
of a youth-oriented public.

Public Health Service. Now in 
progress in 11 New York City 
nursing homes—most of them 
catering to the poor—the aim 
of the program is to have social 
workers and their aides crack 
the isolation in which the old­ 
sters live.

Are Unharmed By Playing Golf 


Golf, one of our national pastimes, 
is recommended for relaxation and 
exercise. The health hazards are al­ 
most negligible, especially when the 
golfer uses common sense. After all, 
most of us appreciate the dangers of 
playing during a thunderstorm and 
heed the warning when someone 
calls “Fore.” The electric or gasoline 
cart has been a boon to many dis­ 
abled links fans and golfers who had 
to quit walking because of short­ 
ness of b r e a t h or angina 
pectoris. 


MANY HEART victims can 
play golf even though the exer­ 
cise may raise the blood pres­ 
sure or increase the pulse. These 
elevations return to normal at 
the end of the game. Dr. Milton 
Ende of Petersburg, Va., made 
electrocardiograms on 67 men, 
many of whom were physicians, 
before and after 18 holes and 
found no change. Emotions play 
a minor role. 
Expectant mothers also can | 
play the game and the exercise j 
is good for them. A British 
obstetrician found that the ma­ 
jority had better scores than 
when not pregnant, especially 
when they took an easier swing 
at the ball. This popular sport 
is made to order for the lazy 
woman who must be encour­ 
aged to exercise when pregnant. 
The more energetic mother-to-be 
should take it easy.

of “Secret Agent” is working 
on his new series in a small

its possibilities to forget the 15- 
minute limit he usually imposes 
on questioners.

LOS ANGELES (AP) - Two 
world records were broken and 
three American marks fell, but 
a pair of weary decathlon men 
gasping through the shadows of 
evening climaxed the drama. 
Track and field stars in the 
two-day L/Os Angeles Times In­ 
ternational Games were plenti­ 
ful: 
John Pennel set a world pole 
vault mark of 17 feet, 6(4 inch­ 
es; Australian distance phenom­ 
enon Ron Clark was a double 
winner at 5.000 and 10.000 me­ 
ters; Jim Ryun won the half- 
mile, and the U.S. 1,600-meter 
relay team clipped a second off 
the world record. 
But as the sun set on the rim 
of 
Memorial 
Coliseum 
l a s t 
night. 25,000 of the 34.150 attend­ 
ing remained. Russ Hodge and 
Bill Toomey, after consecutive 
afternoons of exertion in 90-de­ 
gree heat, faced the concluding 


1,500 meters with a possible 
world decathlon mark in sight. 
Loomey holds the pending 
mark of 8,234 points, set in Sa- 
lina, Kans., earlier this month. 
He broke fast and set the pace. 
As the runners circled the 
track in deepening dusk, fans 
sent up a cheer—first on one 
side of the Coliseum, then on the 
other. 
As the track announcer called 
the lap times, the crowd stood 
to cheer the struggling runners 
to the tape. Toomey crossed the 
finish line and collapsed into the 
arms of team mates. Hodge fol­ 
lowed. 
Both had come just short of 
the needed times, but Hodge, 
who missed by only .8 seconds, 
was the winner with 8.230 points 
and was voted the meet’s out­ 
standing 
performer. 
Toomey 
trailed with 8.219. 
The only world mark to be 


broken yesterday was the 1.600- 
meter relay standard. The U.S. 
team of Bob Frey, Lee Evans, 
Tommie Smith and Theron Lew­ 
is clocked a 2:59.6. eclipsing the 
3:00.7 run by the American 
team in the 1964 Olympics. 
Smith, who returned to com­ 
petition after a leg injury, won 
the 200 meters in 20.5 before 
racing an incredible 43.8, 400 - 
meter leg in the relay. 
Afterwards, the 22-year - old 
San Jose State 200-meter record 
holder said, “I really poured it 
on on the backstretch, but I 
usually do. But as long as I 
could finish Pm satisfied.” 


Ryun ran a record- breaking 
3:51.3 mile last weekend 
in 
Berkeley, Calif., but was unen- 
thusiastic about his half - mile 
time of 1:46.2 and 800 - meter 
clocking of 1:45.5 yesterday. 
The I9-year-old Kansas fresh­ 


man said, ‘‘I wasn't really sure 
about getting a record, since it’s 
pretty 
hard 
to 
get 
yourself 
keyed up every week. Some­ 
thing went wrong with the pace, 
and then I felt heavy the last 
200 yards.” 


Looking back on a season of 
two world records and the prom­ 
ise of more, Ryun added, ‘‘This 
is it. It’s been a long season— 
a good season, but now it’s time 
to call it quits. Now I’ll prob­ 
ably run only three, four, five 
miles a day—if that.” 


Clarke, a 29-year-old veteran 
and holder of a bundle of rec­ 
ords, called his 10,000-meter win 
in 28:13.0 ‘‘a good run.” It was 
the best ever in America, but 
short of his 27:39.4 last year in 
Oslo, Norway. 
The Australian also won the 
5,000 meters in 13:28.4 Satur­ 
day. He wanted to go for rec­ 


ords, but the heat was prohibi­ 
tive, he said. 
To loosen up after 5,000 me­ 
ters and prepare for the longer 
distance, Clarke ran 25 minutes 
Sunday morning. And to pass 
the time while running far in 
front, he said, ‘‘I watched the 
javelin as I went by.” 


Pennel, whose world record 
was set Saturday, said he has 
adopted a cerebral approach to 
pole vaulting. ‘‘On the way down 
the runway, I concentrated on 
driving those last five steps. 
Then on the way up I concen­ 
trated on kicking my legs right.” 
Then on the way down, the 
26-year-old veteran, now living 
in Glendale, Calif., said, 
‘‘I 
looked up and saw the bar was 
steady, and I thought, ‘Boy, 
this is it!’ ” 
Pennel’s vault broke the rec­ 
ord of 17-5Vi, set by his apart­ 


ment roommate Bob Seagren 
earlier this spring.

He came back to the United 
States sporting a gold cigarette 
holder. 
‘‘Just a gift from the former 
King of England,” he told some 
players in a locker room. Ac­ 
tually, it was a gift to him from 
the Duke of Windsor, a golf en­ 
thusiast. 
He also won the $50,000 World 
Series of Golf in 1964. His earn­ 
ings soared to $101,816.62 in 1965 


and he won the Carling World 
and his second straight Buick 
Open. 
This year, he had won the Ok­ 
lahoma City Open and had earn­ 
ings over $50,000. He had fin­ 
ished only in a tie for 34th in the 
PGA, however, shooting a 295. 
“ He should be an example for 
a lot of youngsters.” said PGA 
President Elbin.

Hayes fired two bullets into 
the Rev. Mr. Sherborne’s head 
and the clergyman died on the 
way to a hospital. 


STRUGGLE FOR GUN 
As Hayes bolted for the front 
door, 
John 
Hubbard. 
70, 
of 
Marysville, tried to wrest the 
gun from the killer's hand. It 
discharged and Hubbard was 
shot in his hand. Hayes ran out 
the door. 
Early in the afternoon, the 
sheriff’s office received a call 
from Hayes, who was at a 
Marysville tavern. He surren­ 
dered himself and was charged 
with murder. 
He and his wife were married 
about three months ago, depu­ 
ties said, and had been separat­ 
ed only about a week.
